New Korea 
Situation 
Is Likely

A Communist attempt to seize 
control of Iraq by naked’force has 
become a distinct possibility. 
If that happens, something in 
the nature of another Korea also 
is possible. 
The threat of a Communist coup 
in Baghdad becomes more real 


j with persistent reports of an in­ 
fusion of armed Kurds from the 
Soviet Union, plus an Iraqi de­ 
cision to arm civilian units known 
as the "People’s Resistance." 
Elements Are Present 
Because Iraq has no borders 
with any Communist-ruled coun­ 
try, a forcible Red seizure of its 
government would be a departure 
from past practice. Up to now, 
armed communism has not leaped 
over land barriers. But the ele­ 
ments for such a leap are pres* 
ent. Also present are the makings 
of a situation not unlike that in 
¡ Korea nine years ago. 
Troops of Gamal Abdel N ad er’s 
Arab Republic, according to Turk­ 
ish reports, already have taken up 
position* in northern Syria near 
the 
I r a q i 
frontier. 
Shammar 
tribesmen, who supported the re­ 
cent pro-Nasser revolt in north 
Iraq and as a result had to flee 
the country, are reported massed 
in an area roughly 50 miles from 
the Iraqi border. 
Holy War Possible 
The fierce cold war between 
Nasser’s U.A.R. and the Iraqi re­ 
gime of Prem ier Abdel Karim 
Kassem could easily turn into a 
hot war, even a Moslem “jihad," 
or holy war. 
A military clash could be a pre­ 
lude to an attempt by pro-Nasser 
forces to install a rival govern­ 
ment in Iraq. 
Gould Spark Clash 
The spark for the clash also 
could be a Communist takeover in 
Baghdad. The tools for the take­ 
over could be a nucleus of tough, 
heavily armed 
Kurds from the 
U.S.S.R. 
and the street militia 
made up of what the Arabs call 
the Muquwamah al Sha'Abiyah, or 
popular resistance. Such organiza­ 
tions exist in other Arab states, 
notably Syria, but Syria up to now 
has not trusted this potentially 
violent mob with live ammunition. 
Ostensibly 
the organization is 
supposed 
to train 
for guerrilla 
warfare in the event the country 
is threatened from outside. Actual­ 
ly it is a handy weapon of political 
control through intimidation. 
Like Czechoslovakia 
The arming of this group in 
Iraq came in response to strident 
demands of the increasingly pow­ 
erful left, dominated by the Com­ 
munists. With this weapon and the 
added support of Soviet Kurds, the 
Communists could hope to seize 
Iraq and make the takeover stick, 
Czechoslovakia style. A Commu­ 
nist 
regime subject to Moscow 
control then would be Implanted 
in an oil-producing Middle East 
area. 
Such a development would bring 
a violent reaction in the Arab 
East — even perhaps an armed 
clash between Nasser forces and 
those of the Iraqi regime. If such 
a chain of events should bring a 
threat of Moscow intervention, a 
new Korea, even more dangerous 
than the last, might be in the mak­ 
ing. The West has so much at 
stake in the Middle East it cannot 
permit 
a

Vignettes of Kingston history, 
including some rare and exotic 
anecdotal tidbits, were presented 
to the Men’s Club of the Old 
Dutch Church Wednesday eve-1 
ning by City Historian Joseph F.

Dr. Goodman, director of the 
quality measurement project of 
the New York State Education 
Department, reported on the re­ 
cently completed two year sur­ 
vey of 100 school systems of 
New York State. He related 
some of the fields of the study 
including the fact that there was 
frequently a one and a half year 
difference in the achievements of 
pupils in some cities that had 
been equated on basis of social- 
economic factors, Intelligence of 
the children to bo measured and 
other similar comparisons. His 
study also showed a high cor­ 
relation between the amount of 
money expended for education in 
a community and the achieve­ 
ment level of the pupils there. 
Another high correlation seemed 
to be between the fifth year of 
preparation of the teachers and 
the high achievement levels ol 
the pupils studied. 
Dr. Vincent, executive sec­ 
retary of th e Metropolitan 
School Study Council, reported 
on the use of “The Growing 
Edge” device as a measuring 
instrument for evaluation of 
school systems. This instrument 
has been extensively used with 
the central school systems of 
New' York State, he said. He 
further advised boards of edu­ 
cation to seek professional help 
if they wish to have an accurate 
evaluation of their s c h o o l 
system.

More Indictments 
Hinted in Buffalo 


BUFTALO, N. Y. (AP)-A fed­ 
eral attorney says there may be 
more indictments in this city’s 
paving scandal—possibly anti-turst 
actions against the paving com­ 
panies. 

Neil R. Far- 
melo said Wednesday that last 
week's indictment of a former 
mayor “by no means marks the 
end of our work.” 
Ex-Mayor Indicted 
Ex-Mayor Steven Pankow was 
indicted on charges of evading 
$13,411 in income taxes for 1953- 
57, in his years in office. Last 
Tuesday an F>ie County grand 
jury indicted Pankow and three 
present and one former city offi­ 
cials on charges of taking bribes 
totaling $31,100 in return for pav­ 
ing contracts. 
Farmelo pointed out that rec­ 
ords of the three companies ac­ 
cused of “collusive bidding prac­ 
tices” by the county grand jury 
have been subpoenaed by the fed­ 


eral grand jury. No date has been 
set for the jury to reconvene, how- 
ver.He said the federal government 
was particularly interested in pos­ 
sible anti-trust violations. 
Three Shared Equally 
The three companies shared al­ 
most equally in the city's $3,000,- 
000 yearly expenditure for paving 
from 1953 to 1957, the years under 
investigation.

& Construction, Inc.

WASHINGTON (AP)—Swift po 
litical footwork by Senate Demo­ 
cratic Leader Lyndon B. Johnson 
has put him on the side of the 
unemployed for whatever 1963 
may hold in store. 
His action tended to counter 
earlier criticism of his leadership 
in Congress' extension of an emer­ 
gency jobless pay program last 
month. 
Acts During Rally 
Johnson, who has been men­ 
tioned as a possible candidate for 
his party’s next presidential nomi­ 
nation made his move during the 
course of a full employment rally 
Wednesday sponsored by the AF'L- 
CIO.He introduced in the Senate — 
and announced at the rally — i 
proposal for an 11-member com­ 
mission to take a first-hand Iook 
at unemployment and report to 
Congress w ithin 60 days what to 
do about it. 
Those who know Johnson best 
are confident the party leader will 
win Senate approval of the meas­ 
ure quickly. His close liaison with 
Speaker Sam Rayburn (D-Tcx) 
.indicates similar House action. It 
probably would be embarrassing 
for President Ffisenhower to veto 
such a bill.

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Today’s Business Mirror

NEW YORK (AF> — Personal 
debt totals are climbing — up 13 
billion dollars last year alone. But 
don't worry too much. Personal 
savings are climbing even faster 
—up 18 billion dollars in 1958. 
How some people—obviously a 
lot of them — can meet their bills 
and sock away part of their take- 
home pay may puzzle you if 
you’re among the harried many 
who say you can't. 
The answer probably will have 
to be left up to the individual. It 
isn't confined to certain income 
brackets. Many in high brackets 
run into debt and many in low 
brackets manage to add a bit to 
their nest eggs in good times or 
bad. 
Na\lngs Rise in Recession 
General prosperity isn't the an­ 
swer. Actually it's in the recession 
years that the savings rate rises. 
For example: In 1955 when busi­ 
ness was booming Americans on 
average added $1.63 to their per­ 
sonal debt for every $1 they added 
to long term savings. But in 1958, 
when the first half was down in 
the books as a recession period, 
they added $1.33 to their nest eggs 
for every’ $1 increase in debt—their 
best showing since the immediate 
postwar period. 
The federal home loan bank 
board reports that the 18 billion 
dollar increase in savings last 
year—at the rate of six cents of 
each takehome dollar—brings the 
total to nearly 277 billion dollars. 
It counts as long term individual 
savings your bank savings ac­ 
counts. home savings and loan as­ 
sociation deposits. U.S. savings 
bonds and postal savings, credit 
union funds, and built up cash 
equities in life insurance policies. 
Personal debt includes mort­ 
gages. instalment and other con-

I icy loans. The total is now around 
190 billion dollars.

Pretty Solvent 
That 87 billion dollar excess of 
savings over debt makes Ameri- 
i cans as a whole look pretty sol­ 
vent. no matter how worried you 
may be as an individual. 
But the Institute of Life Insur­ 
ance notes that since the war only 
in 1938, 1957 and 1934 (all years 
tainted by recessions) did Ameri­ 
cans increase their savings faster 
than they did their debts. 
Business is always pleased when 
people buy freely, even if it means 
taking on a little moro of a debt 
load, because increased sales call 
for increased output, and usually 
add up to increased profits. 
But business also is pleased 
when people increase their sav­ 
ings. First, it makes consumers 
more confident and thus better 
prospective customers. And sec- 
¡ ond. it builds up the capital and 
investment funds which business 
must tap when it wants to expand. 
The Life Insurance Assn. of 
America says that such funds 
flowing into the capital market 
from the people's thrift institu­ 
tions and corporate pension funds 
have more than tripled in the last 
10 years—from 71* billion dollars 
in Í948 to 24*2 billion dollars last 
year.

It’s about as certain as any­ 
thing can be that the man who 
succeeds him in 1961 — Democrat 
or Republican — will be years 
younger and with ideas that can­ 
not possibly be .identical with 
Eisenhower’s. 
Sir Winston Churchill, now 84, 
for all practical purposes endea 
his career of leadership four 
years ago when, because of age 
and tiredness, he quit as British 
prime minister.

The world won t know whether 
to sigh with relief or shudder with 
misgivings if he steps aside, iui 
no one can predict what violent 
turn Soviet communism may take 
then. 
Then there’s the remarkable 
president of the Republic of Ko­ 
rea, Syngman Rhee, who spent 
half a century fighting for Korean 
independence and is still fiery. 
But he is 84. 
What happens in his republic, 
now linked to the United States 
but under pressure from Red 
China and Red Korea, when Rhee 
has moved offstage? 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
is 71, a firm ally of this country. : 
For that matter, he had better be 
a firm ally. Alone against Red 
China he would lose his skin. But 
with his death the Red Chinese 


will increase the pressure to in­ 
duce his Nationalists on Formosa 
to join them. 
In India, which is trying to go 
its own way, Prime Minister Par.- 
dit Jawaharlal Nehru still runs mo 
show at 69, seems in good health, 
still probably stands on his head 
in the morning to relax. 
He has been the guiding force 
of India, a foe of communism 
at home where the Communists 
hav. made some progress despite 
him. What the attitude of Indians 
toward communism will be when 
he wears out seems unpredictable. 
Tito Staying Put 
There are no reported signs that 
Yugoslavia’s strong man, Marsha* 
Tito, is thinking of an easier life 
in retirement although he is al­ 
most 67. He has broken with the 
Soviet Union but he has enemies 
at home. Yugoslavia could well 
take a new direction, toward 
either the Soviet Union or the 
West, when Tito is gone. 
France’s Charles de Gaulle is 
68. No sign of fatigue in him. yet. 
He saved his country from chaos 
when he took over. There is no 
assurance there won’t be chaos 
when he goes.

Spring: O'Connor 


Indications are that more area 
residents may l>e planning to re­ 
pair or improve their homes this 
spring than in any year in re­ 
cent history, Edward C. O’Con­ 
nor, 
president 
of 
the 
Ulster 
County Real Estate reported to­ 
day. 
He added that if such work is 
being planned in preparation for 
the possible sale of the home, 
owners will benefit from a dis­ 
cussion of their plans with the 
Realtor of their choice. 
O ’Connor said that his belief 
in a boom period of home mod- 
ernizaztion and maintenance is 
based on the observations of the 
majority of realtors who are 
members of the Ulster County 
Real Estate Board, and on a sur­ 
vey report issued by the Federal 
Reserve System. 
24 Ter Cent to Repair 
The FRS survey of the spend­ 
ing plans of consumers, just re­ 
leased, indicated that 24.6 per 
cent 
of the 
nation’s 
nonfarm 
families intend to spend $50 or 
more on improvements or repairs 
to their homes during 1959. This 
is 
the 
highest 
percentage 
of 
those 
indicating 
such 
plans 
since early 195,2 when the sub­ 
ject was first included in the 
survey. 
"While the FRS study was na­ 
tional in scope without particu­ 
lar reference to any community, 
there is no reason to believe that 
Ulster County differs from the 
nation with respect to the s e n d ­ 
ing plans of its residents," O’Con­ 
nor pointed out. 
Recalling that the real estate 
brokers who have been admitted 
to 
membership 
in 
the Ulster 
County Real Estate Board and 
thus have the right to the real­ 
tor designation are the leaders 
of the profession. O’Connor said 
that he and his associates are 
equipped to offer two kinds of 
advice to persons contemplating 
home improvement as an aid to 
the sale of their property. 
K ea lters C an A ssist 
"We can be helpful to such B 
people in suggesting what they 
ought to do and ought not to do 
in the way of home improve­ 
ment of their primary reason 
for making such plans is to put 
their homes in a more m arket­ 
able condition, ’ he said. ‘‘In the 
course of the thousands of home 
sales 
t h e y 
have 
negotiated, 
realtors have gained clear ideas 
of the types of improvements 
that help- to sell homes, and 
those that hurt chances for sale 
af a price reflecting the owners’ 
investments in them. 
"For example, we know that 
first impressions gathered by a 
prospective buyer are often last­ 
ing ones," O’Connqr said. "The 
first thing that an Average pros­ 
pect notes about a home is the 
condition of the grounds. This ' 
is particularly true in spring. If 
the lawn is patchy or untidy, 
and the shrubbery neglected, tlie 
initial 
impression is negative. 
The same thing is true of the 
exterior of the home — fresh 
trim paint will go a long way to 
produce an inviting appearance. 
Thus, in fixing a home up for 
sale, 
we 
recommend that 
its 
exterior condition come high up 
on the maintenance list.” 
As an example of the type of 
improvement 
that 
the 
home 
owner thinking of selling might 
wish to avoid, the realtor ex­ 
ecutive alluded to improvements 
that tend to "price the home out 
of its neighborhood.” 
To illustrate, O'Connor cited 
the case of an owner of a $18,- 
500 home in a neighborhood of 
similar homes who spent $2.000 
building a hi-fi room over the 
garage. When he wanted to sell, 
he sought to include his invest­ 
ment in the asking price of the 
home only to find buyer resis­ 
tance to paying $20,500 for a 
home in a neighborhood of low­ 
er-priced homes.
